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Reading Skills 
Program Popular 


Wilmington’s unique Saturday 
Morning Reading Program came 
“ to a successful end, on May 27th. 
Children, parents and teachers 
viewed a film in the Wildwood 
School encompassing the year’s 
activities, While refreshments 
were being served to the parents 
they spoke of the accomplish- 
ents of the program, and how 
hey wished that the community 
knew more about it, 

‘The program, a Federal project, 
was made possibile by the so-called 
Title I of the Elementary and Se- 
condary Education Act (ESEA), 
passed by Congress, It is designed 
to assist children who have read- 
ing difficulities overcome their 
problems. 

Harold Driscoli, Director of Fe- 
deral Projects in the Wilmington 
School Department submitted the 
idea to the School Committee, and 
after approval it was developed by 
Miss Mary Bouteller, Reading 
Supervisor, and Miss Irene Sharp, 
of the Guidance Department. Wil- 
mington was eligible for a total of 
$24,000, under the ESEA program. 

As in similar federally support- 
ed activities, the government set 
up the guidelines for the use of 
funds, and to determine who was 
eligible, It was found that there 
were 130 children in Wilmington 


who were qualified to participate, 
by reason of difficulties in reading. 

All the children were tested to 
determine the area of their read- 
ing difficulties, and to-have abasis 
for future evaluation of the pro- 
gram, 

Classes began last November, 
meeting on Saturday mornings. The 
classes were in groups of five to 
six children, and there were a 
total of twenty classes, All were 
held in the Wildwood School, 

The first part of each morning 
program was instructional, and 
made use of various types of ma- 
terials to assist in developing the 
reading skills of the child. At 
mid-morning « snack was served, 

The second half of the morning 
program was usually some other 
form of enrichment, sich as a 
Science Demonstration, a puppet 
show, slides, or movies, The group 
made two trips to Boston, to see 
the Children’s Theatre presenta- 
tions of The Snow Queen, and Tom 
Sawyer. 

The experience gained by this 
pilot project, in Wilmington should 
help to improve the quality and 
opportunites which are offered 
in this program, There are, of 
course, many other children in 
Wilmington who would benefit from, 
such a program,

The last Wilmington survivor of 
the Civil War was John HSimpson, 
of Salem Street, North Wilmington, 
He died on November 5, 1943, less 
than six months after the above 
photo was taken. 

A native of South Reading, (now 
Wakefield) he enlisted at the age 
of 18, on Dec. 8,.1863, andwasas- 
signed to Company D of the Pirst 
Battalion of Heavy Artillery, Mass 
Volunteers, 

Most of his Civil War service 
seems to have been at Fort War- 
ren, in Boston Harbor, where he 
was the member of a crew which 
served a 15 inch Columbian gun. 
A picture of that gun, and its crew, 
is to be seen in the hall of the 
American Legion building, 

After the war Simpson married 
Anna L Swain of Wilmington, a 
sister of Levi Swain, who owned 
the Pearson Tavern, now the home 
of John Elia, on Salem Street, and 
also the sister of Charles Swain, 
he who founded the Wilmington 
Public Library, and was the father 
of the Swain Sisters for whom the 
Swain School is named, 

The Simpons built a home across 
the street from the Pearson Ta- 
vern, and lived there for many 
years, 

He was among the founders of 
the Wilmington Grange, and his 
picture is to be seen on the wall 
of the meeting room, inthe Grange 
Hail. 

Simpson was a member of the 
Reading Post of the G,A.R, and 
was the last member of the post. 
When the post was dissolved he 
presented to the Wilmington Post 
of the American Legion a set of 
eight Civil War rifles, which had 
been the property of the Reading 
GAR. Those rifles were stolen 
by thieves who broke into the Am- 
erican Legion Hall about a dozen 
years ago, 

‘The cane, which Simpson 1s hold- 
ing, in the picture, is the Boston 
Post Cane. The Boston Post, no 
longer in existance, used to pre- 
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sent a cane to the oldest resident 
of each community in New Eng- 
land, and the Boston Post Cane 
was one of the most noteworthy 
items to be found in any commun- 
ity, 


Tax Returns 
Disappoint 


The ‘Cherry Sheets’ released by 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts last week contained disap- 
pointing news for Wilmington town 
officials, 

The ‘Cherry Sheets’ are the of- 
ficial recapitulation of moneys a 
community can expect from the 
state in any given year, and at the 
same time the money the town or 
city has to pay. 

Estimated receipts according to 
the Wilmington Cherry Sheet is 
$1,051,651.50. Of this$422,794.80 
is money expected to be derived 
from the Sales Tax, 

This sales tax figure is about 
$240,000 less than could have been 
expected, using the figures given 
last year, Last year’s figures, 
based on a seven month year, was 
$385,258,11, 

In other words Wilmington last 
year received a revenue averaging 
$55,040.73 monthly, from the Sales 
Tax, and this year it is expected 
to receive about $35,482.90. 
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TM Choice 


Three members of the Board of 
Selectmen, including myself, re- 
fused to consider any applications 
for the position of Town Manager 
until after the March election be- 
cause we felt that the newly-elec- 
ted selectman, if there should be 
one, should have the right to vote 
for a man of his choice. In addi- 
tion, Mr Harold E Meizar, the temp 
orary Town Manager, was doing his 
usual outstanding job and had the 
Situation well in hand, 

At a legally posted meeting on 
Saturday, May 6, 1967, by a vote of 
four in favor and one member vo~ 
ting present, the Board of Select~ 
men appointed Sterling Morris of 
St. Albans, Vt, as Town Manager 
of Wilmington, 

‘The Board had received approx~ 
imately 16 applications for the pos~ 
ition, Some of the applicants could 
not even be considered because 
they did not qualify under our char- 


\ter. After screening all the appli- 


cations, the Board then votedto in- 
terview three men; Mr Morris was 
interviewed on March 28 with all 
members of the Board present. 
Another interview was arranged 
with a candidate from Connecticut, 
but he canceled the interview and 
took a position elsewhere, The 
third applicant from New Hamp- 
shire, was then interviewed by the 
Board, 


Wt should “be ‘noted that-this-yae 
cancy-'e4\keyh advertised from 
December to April, andyet we were 
honored with only 16 applications, 

At the Selectmen’s meeting of 
May 1 we discussed Mr Morris, 
I stated that I would Like to visit 
St. Albans without notifying Mr 
Morris to find out more about him 
and invited other members of the 
board to go along. Mr Black and 
I went to St Albans on May,3 and 
Spoke to at least nine people, ,a- 
mong them the president of the 
local bank and the industrial rela- 
tions head of one of the city’s 
largest plants, Everyone we spoke 
to heaped ‘praise on him and his 
record of accomplishments.

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Plaque at Aquaduct to Designate 
-Civil Engineering Landmark 


The Middlesex Canal, which ran 
from Charlestown to the City of 
Lowell and is one of the oldest 
Man-made waterways in the Uni- 
ted States, has been designated as 
a national historical engineering 
landmark by the American Socie- 
ty of Civil Engineers, Announce- 


ment of the canal’s designation - 


was made-by Earle T Andrews, 
president of the 58,000 member 
professional society, after a re- 
eent meeting of the ASCE Board 
of: Directors in Seattle, Wash. 

Completed in 1803 after an ar- 
dous construction that consumed 
nearly ten years the canal was 
27 miles long. Thirty other canal 
companies had been started when 
the Middlesex was chartered in 
1793, but it was the first to prove 
by low freight rates and expansion 
of traffic the urgency for wide- 
spread internal transportation on 
a European scale. But the canal 
was put out of business within two 
years of the opening of the Boston 
& Lowell Railroad in 1835, 

Some important engineering 
‘firsts’ are attributed to the canal. 
Primitive hydraulic cement was 
used in its construction, twenty 
years before Canvass White’s fa~ 
mous tests on the Erie Canal. The 
cement was made of materials im- 
ported by schooner from the vi- 
cinity of Naples, Italy, 

A wye level and rod, containing 
@ ‘magnitick needle’ was the first 
such instrument used in America, 
The Middlesex also saw the first 
use of a steam tow boat in the 
United States, a boat which was 
constructed in Winchester, and was 
prominent in a famous trial which 
saw the Fulton steamboat monoply 
broken in the United States. The 
tow boat was launched in 1812 and 
was equipped with a $5,000 twenty 
horsepower Oliver Evans engine, 
After making a passage from Win- 
chester to Lowell, via the canal, 
it operated for many years on the 
Merrimack River. 

At the threshold of its golden 
years the Middlesex was studied 
in 1817 by the Canal Commission- 
ers of New York State, who were 
about to build the Erie Canal, 

The men who built the canal were 
distinguished leaders of the 18th 
century - Colonel Loammi Baldwin 
of Woburn, who was General Wash- 
ington’s Chief of Engineers; James 
Sullivan, later a Governor of Mass-~ 
achusetts, and General Henry 
Knox, who was a prominent Ar- 
tillery Officer of the Revolution, 
and later was Secretary of the Ar- 
my. 

One of the Incorporators was 
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Samuel Jaques of Wilmington, one 
of Wilmington’s. early Postmas- 
ters, who lived where the new tel- 
ephone building is located today. 

Little remains of the old canal, 
except in Wilmington, The most 
impressive sight still in existance 
is the Shawsheen River Aqueduct, 
with {ts stone abutments of 
Chelmsford granite still standing 
35 feet above theriver at the Wil- 
mington-Billerica line, on Shaw- 
sheen Avenue, The Town of Wil- 
mington rebuilt another aquaduct, 
that over the Maple Meadow Brook 
during the WPA days of the early 
1930’s and it may be seen in the 
Wilmington Town Park. Also to be 
Seen inthe Town Park is the famous 
‘OxBow Curve’ where the canal 
wound around a hill which was la~ 
ter to become the site of the Town 
Farm. 

The Shawsheen Aquaduct, which 
is owned by the Billerica Histor!- 
cal Association, is to be the site 
of a civil engineering landmark 
plaque. A presentation ceremony 
is to be held there on August 5th, 
during the Middlesex Canal As~ 
sociation’s field tour and meet~ 
ing, to be held jointiy with the Ca- 
nal Society of New York State and 
the Pennsylvania Canal Society, 

The Middlesex Canal is the se~ 
cond American canal to be offi- 
cially designated by the ASCE as 
a national historic civic engineer- 
ing landmark, The Erie Canal of 
New York State was designated 
earlier this year, with dedication 
ceremonies to be held on July 4th 
during its sequicentennial cele- 
bration, Two bridges have also 
been named landmarks - the Boll- 
man Truss Bridge in Savage, Ma 
ryland, and the Bidwell Bar Sus- 
Pension Bridge, near~ Oroville, 
California, 

The American Society of Civil 
Engineers was founded in 1852 and 
is the oldest national engineering 
society in the United States, Head- 
quarters are in New York City.
